Canned Whale Becf May be on the 
List Shortly

The whaling ‘industry 1s commonly 
supposed to be a thing of the past. 
Yet it is estimated that $1,000,000,000 
are invested in that business to-day, 
and one whaling company recently 
bought out a rival at a price of $1,000, 
000. Such a business would seem to 
be rather lively for a back number. 
A new scheme has been brought up 
several times of late which may add 
still more to the !mportance—and 
profits—cf whaling. This is the plan 
to can whale beef, and put it on the 
market as a rival to other forms of 
canned meat. No doubt this would 
ndd considerably to the world’s supply, 
and under the right handling the 
quality might not be bad. Japan eats 
a great deal of whale meat already. 
Dr. Grenfell of Labrador considers {* 
very good food. But no one yet has 


_ explained how the huge carcass can 


be handled in sanitary fashion with 
the limited equipment possible on a 
whaling ship. Until this miracle ts 
achieved, it !s not Hkely that whale 
meat will rival beef and pork in any 
country peopled by white men. 


DETECTIVE METHODS VARY 


How English and French Authorities 
: Do Their Work 

In France the police do not hesitate 
to arrest a half a dozen people one 
after the other, in the hope of finding 
the right man among them. In Eng: 
land the police, knowing what public 
opinion is in the matter, hesitate to 
arrest anyone without they have a 
certain amount of evidence to justify 
the arrest. 

In connection with many of the 
crimes which so far as the public are 
concerned are still “mysterious,” long 
and anxiovs consultations have been 
held by the chief authorities before 
it has been decided not to act on 
strong suspicion fn making an arrest. 
The English police authorities have 
always been disinclined to charge a 
person against whom they are not 
able to bring evidence which would 
be Hkely to satisfy a jury of the 
prisoner’s guilt. 

The French police have not the same 
restraining influence. They can go 
on arresting and leave it to the in- 
vestigating magistrate to interview 
the prisoner, badger the prisoner, 
examine and cross-examine the prison- 
er, denounce the prisoner, confront 
the prisoner with witnesses, inquire 
into his past life and his present 
associations, and generally to “turn 
him inside cut” before deciding. 


CRIME AND THE.WEST 


Wide Prairies an ideal Setting For 
Daring Deeds, Says Conan Doyle 


The golden west of Canada is a 
great field for crime, said Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, creator of Sherlock 
Holmes, after his Canadian trip. 

The West, with its vast prairies 
and mountains, was just ideal for 
making clean “getaways,” Sir Arthur 
declared, and sald there was need for 
more men in the Northwest Mounted 
Police, although they were doing good 
‘work. The police of the West have a 
problem before them such as no others 
have, people are pouring in, some of 
‘them the lowest type of criminals, 
who have made their “getaway” in 
coming to this counutry. 


' GHINESE EGGS AGAIN 


Big Importations Tend to Lower Price 
of American Eggs 


“The Canadian Countryman,” in a 
recent issue, had this to say about the 
(Chinese egg trade: At the present time 
‘Chinese eggs are reaching the Pacivyc 
coast at l4c per dozen. For some time 
past they have been sold by the whole- 
sale and retail trade in the Western 
Btates labelled “fresh pullet eggs.” 
This was done because they are a 
smaller egg than the home product. 
Now legislation is compelling them 
to be labelled as “from China” instead 
They are said to reach the coast tn 
first-class condition for immediate use 
but are valueless for storage as they 
goon develop “spots.” 

The Canadian tariff provides a duty 
of three cents per dozen on foreign 
eggs, and while this is not sufficient 
to keep Chinese eggs out of Canada, 
dt affords a protection to this extent 
for the Canadian egg producer. Ne 
one will begrudge the Canadian far. 
mer, who has eggs to market, pro. 
tection to this extent. In fact the 
Majority of the Canadian people wha 
realize that the prosperity of tha 
country is bound up with the pros: 
‘perity of the farmer, would probably 
‘agree to Increase protection on eges 
fn order to ensure the farmer tha 
home market at steady and profitable 
prices. No one wants to see his 
interests injured by an {nrush of cheap 
eggs from such countries as China, 
‘where living condition are far below 
‘tthe Anglo-Saxon standards. 

' It is interesting to note that under 
the reciprocity agreement the duty on 
eggs would have been’ wiped out 
which would mean that Chinese egge 
could be lafd down in Vancouver at 
lic. per dozen instead of 14c. In vlew 
of this it Is hard to see how {t can 
be successfully maintained that the 
policy of moderate protecticn on farm 
produce Js of no value to tho farmer,

He not only produces, but he 
sells and buys. The kind of business 
ability needed isnot alone that of the 
trader, but also that of the executive, 
who can organize the farm into a suc: 
cessful enterprise. An idle horse In 
the barn is often a greater source of 
loss than a bad deal in horses. Fatl- 
ure {is caused by poor management us 
well as by poor crops. The success- 
ful farmer must consider and plan his 
work ahead of time. He must give 
a plan for stormy days as well as a 
plan for field work. He must foresea 
most things that are about to’ go 
wrong, and prevent them from going 
wrong. The more the farmer thinks 
and the more his brawn is intelligently 
directed by his brain, the greater will

COLD STORAGE FLOWERS 
Development of Plants May be Re- 
tarded Without Injury : 
in England extensive use is made 
of electrical refrigeration to enable 
certain flowers to be kept ready for 
table use all the year around. When 
tho “crowns” of the lilies, as they are 
called, are just beginning to shoot 
the plants are taken out of the ground 
and placed in cold storage. The effect 
of the low temperature is to retard 
the deve'opment of the plant wfthout 
injuring it, explains a writer in the 
Electrical World.. -After being re 
moved from the low temperature, th 
plants are placed in the ground out of 
doors, when the season {s favorable 
and, when not, in soll in ordinary pots 
in the greenhouse, or in moss in 
vases. In any case the plants bloom 
in from three weeks to a month from 
‘the time of being taken out of cold 
storage. 

The florist adopting cold storag: 
has at his command a method of re’ 
tarding the blooming of plants ir 
actual growth. By placing them in 
cold storage for a little while the de 
velopment of the plant ts retardec 
and they can be brought out again be 
fore the occasion for which they are 
required and allowed to finish thetr 
blooming. *

medical profession. And it is a fact 
that there are many people to-day 
going through life crippled simply 
because a fractured bone has been 
badly set. 

This danger, however, has now been 
considerably minimized by a system 
which has been perfected by a mem- 
ber of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
which enables a bad fracture to be 
mended by means of screws passed 
through the bones, with plates or nuts 
at the ends holding the screws in 
position. : 

One of the great objections to the 
splint method has always been that 
the treatment has been so slow. It 
necessitates the patlent being kept in 
bed or inactive for the’ longest pos- 
sible time, in order that the bones 
and tendons may naturally heal to- 
gether. It is pointed out that per- 
haps half an hour is given to fixing 
a broken arm in a splint or o leg in 
plaster, and then nothing more can 
be done for a month or two, except 
for the patient to enjoy his convales- 
cence and the surgeon to come and 
look at the bandage and have a chat 
about the weather from time to time. 

It is claimed, however, that if bolts 
and screws are used In the treatment 
of broken bones the fractured parta 
‘are held together so tightly that the 
healing process takes but a short 
time. Furthermore, there {s less dan- 
ger of displacement through careless

The method adopted is quite simple. 
After the broken bone has been held 
carefully in position, it {s transfixed 
by a long drill from side to side, and 
into the hole so made fs passed a long 
bolt, which {s onesixteenth to one 
eighth of an Inch in thickness, accord- 
ing to the size of the bone. The head 
of the bolt carries one plate, and aa- 
other plate {3 passed over the oppo- 
site end and secured tightly by a nut 
when the projecting end of tho bolt 
is cut off. These bolts and plates are 
usually made of soft steel, and tho 
method of treatment has been found 
Particularly valuable in tho case of 
broken leg-bones, where the muscular 
strain is very great.

LONDON, Sept. 3.—Harold Ashton, special: correspondent of 
the Daily News; telegraphing from Boulogne, yesterday, says: 

Me Fugitives are still trickling in from the ‘invested district 
around Amiens, their stories confused, incoherent‘and slashed with 
the thunder, lightning and the flame of war. Some of them have 
been to get through Paris, but they have been unable to get farther 
than Abbeville.

LON DON, Sept. 3.—The battle to decide whether. history will 
repeat itself in a second siege of Paris is still in progress, according 
to the latest official announcement here. 

Future historians will write many things about the details of 
this battle, but all the British news officially concerning the titanic 
struggle—the most momentous British suldiers have ever fought 
since Waterloo—is contained in one sentence vf an official report is- 
sued last night by the prees bureau : ‘“‘Continued progress. Fight- 
ing has been in pregress along the whole line.” 

The French official communications add the fact that all could 
have been taken toward the southwest in an action which might 
have been decisive under favorable conditions. Far into the lines 
the allies have gone. There is no revelation of military secrets, 
nothing which a Napoleonic censorship could criticize in stating the 
facts, because the German army engaging the Allies knows exactly 
what their fate is, and the censorship is only to suppress facts which 
might enlighten the enemy. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Post sends the following on the operations on the Russian frontier: 

‘*Russia is scoring success after success against the Austrians 
and is momentarily expecting news of a signal victory. 

“The commander-in-chief on the Austrian front apparently 
plans to drive in strongly with one army from the eust, starting from 
the Russian provinces adjoining Roumania and in the meantime 
merely aims to restrain the German advance on the Polish provinces, 
being on the alert all along the line of three nanared miles.

TELLG OF GREAT HAVOC 
WROUGHT IN BELGIUM 


Small Party Reaching Ostend 
From Liege Relate Their 
Experiences, 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—A despatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Co. from Ostend 
says that a snmrall party which has 
just returned there from a visit ’ to 
Liege describes the destruction 
wrought by the war as appalling. 

“All along the road to Vise,’’ said 
one of the party, ‘‘thene was noth- 
ing to be seen but walls blackened 
by smoke, the remairs of factories 
burned by fire, mounds of earth 


freshly dug—the secpulchres of the 
first Germans to fall. ~ 
“And then comes Vise. what a 


painful sight for those who knew the 
=|proud city, so typical of Walloon 
Raiety and now nothing but a mass 
of ruins while many of the inhabit- 
ants lie over the place, their chests, 
riddled with bullets. I was told here 
that the natives were put to work 
building roads for the invaders from 
Vise to Aix La Chappelle. 

“On the way to Argentau we met 
a procession of able-bodied men, 
marching four abreast, and command- 
ed by a non-commissioned officer, all 
carrying implements for road or 
trench building. These men have to 
submit, to discipline of the heaviest 
serverity. 

“Hervestal, usually filled with jyusy 
hum of activities of factories we 
found plunged into deadly silence. 

“At last we entered Liege. The 
inhabitants stood at the thresholds 
of their homes, silent .and anxious, 
but afraid to speak. The streets in 
the middle of the town were a de- 
plorable sight.- Many houses had 
been abandoned. 

“Their doors and windows were 
shuttered and their contents had pen 
remaved. ,Nobody but soldiers were 
to be seen. The Place De 1’Univer- 
site, the Rue Des Pitteurs and the 
Quai Des Pechures had been burned.”’

At the same time the Rus- 
sian force, with its course of rapid 
marches, has been striking so swift- 
ly as to draw to the frontier more 
German troops than Germany could 
well afford to send there, thus weak-
